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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

The applicant's argument that Yoshii et al. failed to disclose an intermediated 
electroplated layers disposed on the sintered electrode layer, and a plated layer 
disposed on the intermediate electroplated layer, and wherein the exposed oxide 
surface has a metal disposed thereon, the metal being an electroplating seed for 
forming the intermediate electroplated layers. The examiner finds this argument 
persuasive. The examiner made decision to allow this limitation over the prior art or 
record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 23-32, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a monolithic ceramic electronic component comprising an intermediated 
electroplated layers disposed on the sintered electrode layer, and a plated layer 
disposed on the intermediate electroplated layer, and wherein the exposed oxide 
surface has a metal disposed thereon, the metal being an electroplating seed for 
forming the intermediate electroplated layers. 

With respect to claims 33-40, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a method for manufacturing monolithic ceramic electronic component 
comprising the steps of: providing a conductive paste containing oxides on separated 
surfaces of the monolithic ceramic element and then heat-treating the paste; 
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depositing metal on surface regions of the oxides that are exposed from surface 
portions of the sintered electrode layer, the metal being an electroplating seed for 
forming an intermediate electrodeplated layer covering the exposed surface regions of 
the oxide;
